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City considers taking 
over marina operation

Pahokee--A contract should 
be approved at the next regular 
City Commission meeting for a 
concessionaire to take over the 
Pahokee Marina/Campground. 

Pahokee City Commissioners 
are considering three different 
methods’ of running the citys’ 
Marina and Campground. 

One, proposal came from 
Robert E. Murray and one was 

` from Glenn Carrick. City 
Manager Ken Schenck said one 
other option the city might 

` consider is to run the operation 
themselves using city em- 
ployees. 

Mr. Schenck said'if the city 
ran the marina and 
campground the profit would be 
approximately $19,452. This 
money would be taken from the 
campground and placed in the 
citys’ general fund. 

Mr. Murray, who is currently 
running the marina spoke to 
the commission and said his 


proposal would be the same as 
in the past year except he 
wants a two year lease with an 
option to renew for one year at 
a time. 

He said he and his wife 
would be running the operation 
and would like to use some kids 
from the Private Industry 
Council (PIC) summer 
program. 

Mayor Ramon Horta told Mr. 
Murray that children working 
for PIC must work for non-for- 
profit agencies. 

Commissioner Pete Moore 
questioned Mr. Murray about 
the hours he planned to 
maintain. 

"Normally, we open at 6 a.m. 
and close at 10 p.m. unless 
business is brisk. Then we stay 
open longer," he said. 

Commissioner Roy Singletary 
said he was being questioned 
concerning the fact that they 
"don't have a black em- 
ployee."Mr. Murray told

SWIM plan is being 
updated by District

~. As mandated.by the Florida 
Legislature, the staff members 
of the, South Florida Water 
Management District are in 
the process of updating the 

~ lake Okeechobee Surface Water 
Improvement and Management 
(SWIM) Plan. A public hearing 
was held in Okeechobee on 
Thursday night to accept public 
comments on the proposed 
changes to the plan and about 
80 people attended the meeting 
in the Okeechobee civic center. 

‘THe original plan, known as 
the interim plan, was adopted 
-in 1989 and was basically a 
plan for controlling the amount 
of phosphorus entering Lake. 
Okeechobee. The interim plan 
contained two elements: Water 
Quality and Public 
Information. 

The.1992 updated version of 
the plan contains the two 
original elements, plus five 
new elements which include: 
Water Supply; Environmental 
Resources; Flood Protection; 
Recreation; and, Navigation. _ 

According to Frank Lund, in

the upper district planning 
départment for the water 
"management district, during 
the next 60 days the plan will 
be reviewed and public 
hearings will be held to receive 
input. 

During the period, the plan 
will also be reviewed by other 
state agencies such as the 
Department of Environmental 
Regulation (DER). District 
staff members will be back in 
Okeechobee for a second public 
meeting on Aug. 19. In Septem- 
ber, the draft plan will be 
presented to the members of

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Cane farmers offer to help dairy 
farmers with phosphorus problem 


'By Twila Valentine 

A new concept, that of EAA landowners 
assisting beef and dairy ranchers to reduce 
phosphorus, was introduced into the public 
meeting on the Lake Okeechobee SWIM Plan 
‘update meeting: 

Robert H. Buker, Jr., a vice president with the 
U. S. Sugar Corp. and an official with the 
Florida Sugar Cane League, addressed both 
staff members of the South Florida Water 
Management District and landowners around 
the northern drainage basin into Lake 
Okeechobee. His concept was that all parties 
around the lake work together to solve the 
nutrient problems in the lake. 

"I was here last week and looking at some of 
the innovative ways you people are solving the 
phosphorus problem,” he said. "It occurred to me 
that there could be positive ways we could work 
together to solve everybody's problems and to 
help the lake. The lake would be better. Your 
burden is eased. Our burden is eased. It would 
be a win for everybody.” 


He went on to talk about phosphorus loading 
levels and how they vary in parts per billion 
(ppb) for different areas around the lake. Those 
requirements are for dairies - 1200 ppb; beef 
cattle - 350 ppb; the standard in the lake waters 
- 180 ppb; the Everglades Agriculture Area - 50 
ppb; and the Everglades National Park - 8-14 
ppb. 

He said that with the agreement of the district. 
officials, the agribusiness industry south of the 
lake could send people to look at ways to clean 
the waters flowing into the north end of the 
lake. he proposed a committee of agribusiness 
people from the north end, the south end and 
district staff people to get the process underway 
with discussions: 

Buker added it ‘would be easier to clean water 
at, 1200 ppb. than it is at 50 ppb. He used the 
example that if they remolino pounds of 
phosphorus from’ north’ of the lake, the

‘Does Florida need higher taxes? * 


By Randall G. Holcombe, Professor of Economics at Florida 


Florida's governor, Lawton Chiles, vetoed a 
$29.8 billion budget during the 1992 regular 
legislative session, saying it was not enough to 
meet Florida's needs. Instead, he wants higher 
taxes to fund what he calls an "investment 
budget." Does florida need higher taxes? Let's 
look at some facts. 

Despite the rhetoric about catastrophic budget 
cuts if taxes are'not raised, the budget Gov. 
Chiles vetoed was larger than last years. The 
legislature approved $29.4 billion budget last 
year, but revenue projections were overly 
optimistic and it became necessary to make 
approximately $1.5 billion in cuts over the year, 
leaving last year's budget--after cuts--at $27.9 
billion. The 1992-93 budget the Governor vetoed 
would have represented a 6 percent increase 
over the 1991-92 budget. Has thé Governor 
adequately explained why a 6 percent increase is 
insufficient to fund state government, especially 
after his "right-sizing" initiatives? In my 
opinion, he has not. . 

A 6 percent increase does not sound like a lot, 
and it is not. Florida is coming out of a 
recession, and government revenues have 
slowed over the past few years, precipitating the 
current "crisis atmosphere" in Tallahassee. But 
throughout the 1980s Florida's budget grew 
steadily. Florida's taxes grew faster than 
Florida's income--and for the decade of the 1980s 
the share of Floridians'.income paid in taxes 
increased by 7 percent. 

In 1980 Florida raised $712 per person in 
taxes, after adjusting for inflation. By 1989 
Florida raised $983 per person, a 38-percent 
increase. 

‘Ironically, part of the problem Florida faces 
today is a result of the prosperity of the 1980s. 

Florida went through most of the decade without. 


a recession, and as the state's revenues grew, the . 


government spent every penny. In 1987 
Florida's state government employed 103 
persons per 10,000 residents. By 1989 the state 
employed 118 persons per 10,000 residents. 
That.is a whopping 15 percent increase in-two 
years. No wonder the state budget is straining 
the tax base. A 

We hear about the needs of education, and 

looking at the poor performance. of our school 

those needs are real. But is it, money 
they need? From 1980 to 1989 per pupil 
spending rose from $3298 to.$4360 after 
adjusting for inflation, a 32-percent-increase. 
The ratio of teachers to students fell from 1/18 
to 1/16 during that same time. Florida is 
spending almost one-third more money, and has 
increased the number of teachers per student by 
12 percent. But performance, by anyone's 
standards, does not match the expenditures 
Florida commits to its schools. 

When I graduated form high school in 1968 
from Beach Seabreeze High School, 
Florida's teacher/student ratió was 1/21 
' Education cost about half as-much per pupil 
back then, but in 1968, 55 percent of our

educational spending went toward teacher's 
salaries. Today only 34 percent of the education 
budget pays teachers. 

Those are the facts. Florida's government is 
spending much more, but it.is not clear that 
Floridians are getting their money's worth. Gov. 
Chiles proposes raising taxes, but higher taxes 
are clearly detrimental to the economy. Study 
after study has shown that state taxes impede 
state economic growth. The states that grow the 
fastest are the states with the lowest taxes, and ` 
the states that grow the slowest are those with 
the highest taxes. It is only common sense: ' 
higher taxes discourage investment and make , 
business less profitable. Even more important at. 
the state level, a low-tax state will attract high- . 
income residents, whereas a high-tax state will 
drive them away. , 

Florida has a reputation as a Jow-tax state, , 
and has grown like a:low-tax state for decades. 
In 1960 Florida ranked 31st among the states in, 
income per capita. By 1970 we had risen to 28th, 
and by 1980 to 24th. By 1988 Florida had risen (y 
to 16th. During the last three decades Florida 
has risen from the bottom half of states by ` 
income, solidly pp into the top half, and low. 
taxes have contributed to this income growth. 
Let's not kill thé goose that lays the golden egg. ` 

Florida's government will need more revenue 
in the future, but there are tow ways to get more 
revenue. One is to raise taxes, which will. 
immediately produce more revenue. But that 
will slow income growth and, as a result, reduce’ 
future tax revenue growth. . - x 

The other way it to keep taxes low to 
encourage income growth. Higher income will. 
produce more tax revenues from the existing tax 
base. it is shortsighted to raise taxes now and" 
hurt 's future income growth.
